The court made this ruling in 
the case of George Pinisky, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the American 
Slav Con , whom the depart- 
ment was holding in lieu of $25,000 
bail. Pirinsky was freed from Ellis 
Island on $5,000 bail Wednesday.

Medina Denies Final Motion

Today; 


The last of a series of legal defense motions in the trial 
of the national Communist leaders was rejected yesterday 
by Judge Harold R. Medina. He ordered that defense 


addresses to the jury, delayed by 
illness of defense attorney Richa 
Gladstein, shall begin at 10:30 a.m. 
today (Friday). 

The final defense motion hang- 
ing fire was one to strike sections 
of the prosecution testimony deal- 
ing+ with matters not within the 
area of the ihdictment. The judge 
rejected this motion and reaffirmed 
his adverse rulings on other de- 
fense motions made during the 
course of the trial. 

“Even if Mr. Gladstein is not 
here we will start the summations,” 
the judge told the 12 jurors and 
three alternates as he dismissed 
them for the day. 

He said defense and prosecytion 
summaries must be concluded no 
later than early next Friday, at 
which time he is scheduled to de- 
liver his charge and instructions 
to the jury. 

The jy, the judge stated, will 
begin deliberation on the verdict 
sometime next Friday.

This political activity, prose- 
cutor John F. X. McGohey alleges, 
constitutes teaching and advocacy 
of violent overthrow of the VU.

A second indictment, not yet 
brought to trial, charges the de- 
fendants violated the Smith Act 
by being members of the Com- 
munist Party.

This was a different kind of 1-0 
game from Wednesday's, with 
many more scoring situations, 
only one of them. materialized.

the game, Phil Rizzuto tagged Roe 
for a sharp leadoff single to left 
and Yankee fans buzzed with glee- 
ful anticipation.
